Many 
are elected without any deairn ou ibeir 
part antJ without their taking much 
intere.st in the matter. Others, how- 
ever, in the country districts, canvass 
violently for elect ion; when iliey do so, 
it is goiinrally from tlic most unworthy 
motive, to obtain power over the scliool 
for their own base purposes. 

Again, it is alleged that if a t*acher 
fails in any district from unpopularity, 
ho ought to leave it at once. I siiould 
think there are not many who arc 
loath to leave under sucli iMrcum- 
stances. But what has that to do with 
the a)>Holate jiower of di8rais.sal given 
to trustees? A highly po[>ular teacher 
can always be dismissed by two trus 
tees, in spite of his popularity. Indeed, 
one influential trustee can usually ilo 
it because ho canjgent-rHlly gi'l aiioLhcr 
trustee electeil who is merely a noni 
ineo of his own. As for the plea that 
in such cases "the coinmuuify would j 
immediately right the wroiig" done, i 
nothing of the kind occurs. They are ; 
are helpless ais the teacher. They can- I 
not retain their favorite, however much j 
they may wish to do so. i 
Here is a typical ca.s>', in it.s many i 
features e.xactly like many oiliera that j 
havo occurred in the province. All its 
details will bo immediately recalled to I 
mind by maay who may read this. ! 
Several years ago a young lady went I 
out from this city to take charge of a ^ 
countrv school. She was in every way j 
qualified for the place, and bi^caluc at j 
once fjuite popular in the district. But | 
she iniine<lialely incurred the violent | 
hostility of the Secretary of the irfchool | 
Board in this manner: The man had ' 
been at war with his neijjhbors for I 
years; it was in order to attack them i 
through their children at school that ! 
he lirst got himself elected trustee. 
He recjuired of ihi^ teacher tlial she 
should take part with him against the 
enemy, but she refused to do so. This 
refusal, of course, renderejl her place 
untenable. He at once coiuinenced a 
shameful, dastardly war against a poor 
girl who had notliing but tears ami 
hysterics to ilefend herself «itli. He 
worried and insulted ber in the Mchool, 
before all the children, and, in short, 
made her so wretche.i that aho wi.shed 
to leave immediately, but was induced 
to Btay till the end of the term when 
she e."iO'iped from her per.secutor. 

Now mark the con!rH>-i between 
this petty tyrant and his victim, 'i'lie 
teacher was u respectable, well-educated 
girl; the trustee was simply an ignorant 
barbarian, who could not even write a 
short note without mispelling the 
commonest words. To such men as 
this has been intnisted the absolute 
control of the schools of this country. 
They havo been encouraged to interfere 
in the details of the management of 
the schools, and, so fur as I know, not 
a whisper of reproach has over been 
addressed to ihem from headquarters, 
notwithstanding their repeated derelic- 
tion of duty and the continual abuse of 
power. 

.l']s.aminf; the last School Act, in the 
section which treats of the duties of 
trustees, and it will be seen that they 
are authorized and ordered to see that 
the teachers conduct the schools ac- 
cording to the regulations, etc.; i.e., tlie 
trustees are empowered to interfere in 
all the iletails of the teachers' work 
If this right of direction is accorded 
to them, 1 claim that they should be 
examined like the teachera. What can 
bo more ridiculous than to subject 
teachers to a rigorous examination 
while a large portion of the ro»n who 



are set to watch over ihein and direct 
them can barely read and write. 

The evils complained of could be 
mitigated, and the trustees' p<5wer of 
mischi<-f very much diminishetl by 
giviin; the teacher the rii;lit of a[.i"'ft! 
ing to lIic i-'omiiiunit v. .V pnl'lic mi'et 
ing might then bo called, and the votes 
of the residents taken; thus the popu- 
lar will could be fairly a.sccrtained. In 
this case, I think, all parents, both 
male and fcmale,ought to have vote.s in 
the matter, otherwise the ilispute 
might bo decitled ngamat the wish of 
the parents by persons wiio had no 
direct interest in the school. If the 
number of trustees were increased to 
live or seven, the position of the teach- 
t-r Would be slitrh'ly iiiipro\od It 
would not be -^o ea.-y lor any oiii' 
tru.steo, from mere peison.il pi«|ue, lo 
turn out the teacher on the inoyt frivo 
lous pretext.
